Sidney S. May, Appointed by 
Major, Held to Be Entitled 
to the Office. 


QUESTION AS TO FEES 


Koeln Doesn’t See Where May Is 
to Get Them—To Regain 
Office in Three. Weeks. 


The Supreme Court at Jefferson City 
today held that the appointment of Sid- 
ney S. May as Collector of the Revenue 
in St. Louis, made Dec. 11 last by Gov. 
Major, was legal, and that May is en- 


titled to take the office, which has been 
held by Edmond Koeln. May’s term, 
however, will continue only until March 
5, when Koeln will again take the office 
for a term ending after the election of 

November, 1918. 

On learning of the decision, Koeln an- 
nounced that he would turn over the 
office to May for the three-weeks term 
as soon as he could get receipts of set- 
tlement from the State and City Treas- 
urers and the treasurer of the Board of 
Education. He said he would not run 
for Mayor. and added that he had never 
intended to seek that office for him- 
self. 

Revenues of the Office. 

The Court's decision is that May was 
antitled to the office from the time of 
is appointment in December. This 
would seem to imply that he is also 
‘ntitled to the revenues of the office, 
ind that would mean that May would 
eceive $10,000, the amount fixed by law 
is the maximum of commissions from 
‘he collections of the office, the greater 
part of which‘ have been made since the 
._ppointment. 

But Koeln said he did not see where 
May would get the money. Koeln said 
he had turned in the revenue and some 
120,000 of excess commissions to the 
city and State treasurtes and the Board 
of Education: had-paid his office force 
and collected his own salary of $10,00v. 
Nothing is left for May to levy upon, 
ne declared, and the only.§moaney-at, 
which May will have a chance will be 
the collections for the rest of February 
and the first three days of March. The 
‘commissions from these amounts, Koeln 
said, will not do much more than pay 
the office force. 

Klected Collector in 1913. 

Koeln was elected Collector in 1913, 
on the ticket with Mayor Kiel, and for 
a term ending next April. Last year, 
the Efficiency Board attempted to ex- 
tend its regulations to the appointments 
of the Collector’s office, and Koeln took 
the ground that he was a State official. 
and was not subject to the Board. This 
raised the question whether Koeln had 
been legally elected at a strictly munici 
pal election, and Koeln’s lawyers held 
that he had been illegally elected and 
that the November election was the 
proper time. 

So Koeln got his name put on the bal- 
lot Jast November and got a majority ot 
the votes then cast. He thought himself 
entitled to hold over, but Gov. Major 
saw an opening, and appointed May, 
after May had resigned from the Elec. 
tion Board. 

The matter was taken before the Su- 
preme Court in the form of a quo war- 
ranto suit, filed by the Attorney-Gener- 
al's office, for the ousting of Koeln. 

May’s eligibility for this appointment, 
or for any appointment, has been ques- 
troned. The law provides that a mem- 
ber of the Election Board shall not be 
eligible for elective or appointive office, 
during the term for which he was ap- 
pointed to the board, regardless of the 
fact of his resignation. This law once 
kept A. C. Maroney from taking the of- 
fice of Circuit Judge, to which Gov. 
Folk appointed him. 

The Court’s decision was written by 
Judge Williams, and Judges Graves, 
Walker, Faris and Blair concurring, and 
Judge Bond concurring in the conclu- 
sion. while Judge Woodson dissented. 


The important fact established by the 
decision was that the collectorship is 
a State office. Hence, it is held, Koel4 
was not legally elected in the 1913 mu- 
nicipal election, but was legally elected 
last November. 

It was suggested by lawyers that 
Koeln would be legally liable on his 
bond for any Claim which May might 
have for his salary in the period for 
which the Court holds that he was en- 
titled. to the office of Collector.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—A bill direct- 
ed against ruthless submarine warfare 
and proposing to open the ports, har- 
bors and waters of the United States in 
time of war to warships or vessels of 
belligerents against whom such warfare 
is waged, was introduced today by Sen- 
ator Saulsbury of Delaware, President 
pro tempore of the Senate and a member 
of the Foreign Relatiors Committee. At 
his request it was referred to the com- 
mittee. 

The bill is entitled. ‘An act to discour- 
age the violaticn of international law 
upon the high seas.’’ 

Mizht Prevent War Declaration. 

“This measure,’’ said Senator Sauls- 
hury, ‘‘may enable the Government, 
without a declaration of war, to assist 
in preventing violation of international 
rights at sea, by giving assistance to 
(those engaged in abating unrecognized 
and unwarranted rystems of warfare. 
It is a step that may be effective in the 
present international crisis without a 
declaration of war on our part.”’ 

Other Senators pointed out that the 
bill would permit the United States to 
sive aid to the ehtente alleis as long 
as* the German submarine campaign is 
maintained, without ary further action 
by Congress giving to the president au- 
thority to use armed furces of the na- 
tion to protect American seamen anid 
property on the seas. 

Senators Point Out Advantages,

Laconia and Ascania Report Hav- 
ing Sighted No Submarines 
on Voyage. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1°.—Two British 
passenger liners, the Laconia, from 
Liverpool, Feb. 3, and the Ascania 
from London, Jan. 25, reached here 
today and reported having passed 
through the war zone without boeing 
stopped or sighting anything unusual. 

On the Laconia were 37 passen- 
gers, and on the Ascania 17, the ma- 
jority being Canadians returning 
from visits to England.

which the German Ambassador and his 
staff will return to Europe. The as- 
surance of safety from German subma- 
rines has crowded the liner with pas- 
sengers.

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BILL FOR CONTROL OF 
DANISH WEST INDIES 


Provisional Administration Pro- 
vided for Pending Investiga- 
tion by Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—App2intment 
of a commissicn to investigate condt- 
tions and needs of the newly acquired 
Danish West Indies is proposed in a 
bill prepared by Senators Stone, Hitch- 
cock and Lodge. 

The measure is intended to be a sub- 
stitute for one submitted by the State 
Department to the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Commitee, and would provide for 
& provisional administration of affairs 
pending the commisxion's report, and 
further action by Congress. It will be 
reported by the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee Wednesday. 

The proposed commission would con- 
sist of the Governor and two Ameri- 
cans appointed by the President, to re- 
port to Congress within 9 days. 

Until otherwise provided by Cengress, 
the bill would prescribe that all powers 
now exercised in the Danish West Indics 
Islancs be exercised by the President cf 
the United States so far as may be com- 
patible with the changed sovereignty. To 
administer the Government the Presi- 
dent would appoint a Governor, to be 
either an officer of the army, or of the 
navy. and such other officers as, in his 
judgment, might be ‘necessary.

toric moment could possibly have 
been more  pictorially platitudinous 
than the final curtain that fell at 8:10 
yesterday evening on the long diplomat- 
ic drama which, for over two years, I 
have been watching from the wings. 

Scenically, Mr. Gerard might just as 
well have been leaving for his favorite 
winter resort in the Bavarian highlands. , 
Super and audience alike, to be sure, j 
realize they are figuring in the outward. 
and visible sign of the complete, sud- 
ren and violent rupture of a century- 
long friendship between two great na- 
tions, but only the innermost insiders 
get: the full psychological flavor, the 
spinal thrill, the almost Strindbergian 
irony and symbolism of the last act of 
this long ‘“‘tragedy of errors.’ 

The setting is gloomily-drab—the dim- 
ly lighted platform of the dingy old 
Anhalter Bahnhof. At the left the Am- 
bassadorial special, an ordinary Ger- 
man express train, consisting of baggage 
car, diner, three first and second class 
coaches, and lastly a ‘“‘salonwagen,” 
being the German idea of a parlor var. 

At the right the bare, red brick sta- 
tion with three doors opening into the 
*‘fuerstenzimer,’’ red carpeted and 
sparsely furnished with dark red bro- 
caded chairs and settees—the state 
apartment, reserved for arriving and de- 
parting Kings, Princes and diplomats. 

Two Cordons of Police, 

The police arrangements are perfect. 
Plain clothes men nostentatiously 
hover, at every vantage point about the 
cold, barn-like station. No one is per 
mitted to slip througn the barrier who 
cannot show an official pass, and there 
is further protective second cordon of 
polite Prussian policemen to be run be- 
fore you reach the embassy special. 

The 150-odd Americans who are going 
out with the Ambassador filter through 
long before leaving time, all luggage 
laden, all taking no chances about miss- 
ing the train, and all relieved after the 
strain of suspense. Many are obviously 
glad to be making their getaway; others 
show various shadings of jrdifference; 
but there are also these who consider 
the moment one of the saddest climaxes 
of their life. 


The small permitted audience, armed 
with special Foreign Office passes—few- 
er than 100 survivors of Berlin’s Ameri- 
can colony, and the five American cor- 
respondents who are taking more or less 
long chances and sticking to their posts 
to the last—mingle with the principal 
actors and supers for half an hour be- 
fore train time. The parting platform 
scene is that of an informal. open-air 
nocturnal] reception.

The protagonists and Mr. Gerard dem* 
ocratically linger the briefest decently 
possible time in the royal suite’and then 
continue to receive on the platform. Mrs. 
Gerard, magnificently furred and with 
black velvet picture hat, hugs a huge 


pouquet of lilies of the valley. 


A magnificently tall and well-groomed 
officer of the Kaiser's bodyguard ot 
Culrassiers, parade-booted and in gleam- 
ing gold helmet, bows low and kisses the 
ex-Ambassadress’ hand, expressing po- 
lite regrets in perfect English. lle Js 
Rittmeister von Prittwitz, persona! aide 
to Secretary Zimmermann. A German 
friend thrusts a bunch of li:ecs into 
Mrs. Gerard’s over-full arms, ind she 
laughingly has to decline further floral 
Offering, which also have been neaped 
in the parlor of the special car. 

The Ambassador and Mrs. Gerard con- 
tinue for half an hour as the center of 
an animated and constantly changing 
group. Both smile amiably and chat 
affably with all comers, who include the 
short, stout, goateed, soberly jolly Span- 
ish Ambassador, Don Polo y Barnabe, 
now guardian angel of the remaining 
Americans and American interests; the 
Dutch Minister, Dr. Throdokis. 


German Officials on Hand. 

Of official German personages on deck 
for the conventionally correct and polite 
parting one notes Count Montgelas, the 
American specialist of the Foreign Of- 
fice, and Dr. Metical of its intelligence 
division. 

Higher officers, under the circum- 
stances, were not expected. Two Ger- 
man officers in field gray, Baron von 
Wachenfeld and Maj. von Handeln, who 
are to act as an eseort of honor to the 
Swiss border, are courteously solicitous 
for the personal comfort of their dis- 
tinguished charges. 

In these last minutes of the last act 
the conversation is strictly of drawing 
room character, only much censored, and 
the action is most undramatically fea- 
tureless but for the psychological under- 
current. 

The interest all lies in what one does 
not say; the soul-searching drama is go- 
ing on under the polite, smiling mask, 
in the hearts and minds of these char- 
atters playing history. 

The Ambassador does not talk shop. 
He chats pleasantly about the weather, 
about hunting, about food, about his 
itinerary—about everything except pol- 
itics—and no one is \so indiscreet as 
to ask him anything pertinent; only 
such safe themes as that he had ar- 
ranged to have the hunting continued 
on his game preserve near Berlin until 
the lease expired, and that the bag 
would be distributed among his per- 
sonal friends in Berlin, that he had 
sold his two saddle horses; that he had 
sold his automobile; that he had di- 
vided what was left of the tons of food 
which he brought back from America 
among the needy neutral diplomats 
here.

There its a last round 
of handshaking: polite platitudes arv 
exchanged: there is hardly any betray- 
al of emotion, certainly no expression 
of hard feelings; at the most some ex-

Special Agent Jackson. who has ne 
splendid work for the English prisoners 
in Germany and who had spent much of 
his diplomatic career in Berlin, genu- 
inely regrets another humanitarian oc- 
cupation gone. First Secretary Joreph 
Grew, too, feels the gripping tenseness 
of the moment and has genuine regrets 
at breaking several iong ties here. He 
charges the American correspondcnts re- 
maining here to do their now high and 
patriotic duty as Americans to the 
most, since they are now the 
maining means of direct communication 
between the two countries. 

I speak with the departing naval at- 
tache, Commander Gerhardi, about the 
initial success of the unlimited sub- 
marine warfare. ate 

‘Will they be able to keep it up after 
the first shock of surprise, and if they 
do, how long will it be before something 
happens” They certainly succeeded in 
breaking with America,”’ is his train of 
thought.

Seventeenth Annual Report. 

The seventeenth annual report of the 
Board of Directors to the stockholders, 
for the year 1916, was made public after 
the meeting.

The balance sheet showed the pay- 
ment of $1,839,206.42 of mill-tax judg- 
ments, June 16, last, under the head of 
profit and loss. . 

A comparative income account, for the 
years 1910 to 1916 inclusive, showed that 
the company’s revenue was larger in 
1916 than in any of the six years pre- 
vious except 1913. In that year the gross 
operating revenue was _ $12,702,644.71, 

' whieh was more than $60,000 above the 
1916 revenue.

PLANS TO CONTINUE 
BELGIAN AID AFTER 
AMERICANS LEAVE 


10,000,000 Persons Not Ex- 
pected to Suffer Immediate 
@ Hardship. 


GERMANS ORDER EXIT 


Control of Commission’s Relief 
Work to Be Transferred to 
Another Neutral Body. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—More than 10,- 
000,000 persons who have been fed 
through the efforts of the American 
Commission for Relief in Belgium will 
suffer no immediate hardship from the 
withdrawal of the American commis- 
sion from participation in this work in 
Belgium and Northern France caused 
by the German authorities. 

Upon his rerurn from Boston today, 
Herbert O. Hoover, chairman of the 
commission, took up plang already un- 
der way for transferring control of this 
relief to another neutral organization. 

Hoover said that six weeks’ supply of 
food valued at $25,000,000 had been stored 
in warehouses in the various districts 
where the relief commission had been 
active. Belgian officials who have 
been in charge of this food will be au- 
thorized to administer its distribution 
until plans for the reorganization of 
the work can be put into effect. 

There is no doubt in the minds of 
Hoover and his assistants that such 
plans can be worked out successfully 
and the relief continued without inter- 
ruption, provided the Germans do not 
interfere. 

The American commission barred 
from Belgium and Northern’ France 
will continue its activities toward ob- 
taining funds and will co-operate with 
the new organization formed to dis- 
tribute supplies. 

Notification, that American citizens 
eould no longer occupy positions in con- 
nection with the relief commission in 
the occupied territories of France and 
Belgium came from Baron von der 
Lancken, Civil Governor of Brussels. 

After consultation with Hoover, the 
London directors instructed Warren C. 
Gregory, director in Brussels, to tell 
the German authorities that the Amer- 
icans would officially withdraw from 
the work in the occupied districts. 

All of Gregory’s men will leave Bel- 
zium: immediately except a few wh»? 
remain to close the commission’s af- 
fairs and see that there is no inter- 
ruption in the service pending its re- 
organization. 

Origin of Commission Work. 

The American Commission for Relief 
in Belgium was the outgrowth of an 
American commission formed in Lon- 
don ati the outbreak of the war which 
aided stranded American tcurists to 
reach their homes from Paris and Lon- 
don. Herbert C. Hoover was the prime 
mover in both organizations. 

Contributions from both neutrals and 
belligerents have supported the commis- 
sion, which has chartered ships to take 
foodstuffs and other supplies to Belgium 
for, distribution through American citi- 
zens to the needy persons in Belgium 
and Northern France. More than 10,000,- 
000 persons were daily dependent upon 
the commission, which expended about 
$18,000,000 a month for their relief.

LONDON Feb. 13.—The American 
Commission for Relief in Belgium has 
officially notified the German authori- 


ties that the Americans will withdraw 


from participation in the relief work 
in Belgium and Northern France. 

This step was taken in reply to an 
order from the German authorities that 
Americans must withdraw from the 
provinces of Belgium and Northern 
France, leaving only a few of their 
representatives, headed by Brand Whit- 
lock, American Minister to Belgium, in 
Brussels. The action of the commission 
is explained in the following statement, 
which was given to the Associated 
Press by directors of the commission 
in London: 

Commission’s Statement. 

‘‘We were advised Feb. 12 by Director 
Warren O. Gregory from Brussels that 
Baron von der Lancken (civil Governor 
of Brussels) had notified him that Amer- 
ican citizéns could no longer occupy po- 


,sitions in connection with the commis- 


sion in the occupied territories of France 
and Belgum, but that a few Americans, 
among them Brand Whitlock, might re- 
side in Brussels and exercise generaj 
supervision over the work. Mr. Whit- 
lock, however, was to have no diplo- 
matic standing. Further, automobiles 
and other means of communication 
would be denied Americans. 

“After earnest consideration with 
Ambassador Page, the directors of the 
commission in London, acting in ac- 
cord with Herbert C, Hoover, chair- 
man of the commission, instructed Greg- 
ory: to inform the German authorities 
that in view of their order that the 
Americans could no longer exercise‘! 
their functions in the occupied terri- 
tories and that as under these condi- 
tions the American members of the 
commission could no longer carry out 
their responsibilities and undertakings 
to other interested Governments and 
fulfill their duties toward the peoples 


{}of Belgium and Northern France, the 


Americans would officially withdraw 
from participation in the work of relief | 
in the occupled districts. 

“Gregory was advised to arrange for 
all his men to leave Belgium tmmediate- 
ly, except a few who are to close the 
commission's affairs and take steps to 
see that there be no interruption In the 
service pending the reorganization of 
the work.’’

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 12.-—A elash 


between conflicting interests on the 
penitentiary reform bill, one favoring 
it and the other fighting to defeat it 
outright or by amendments striking at 
the heart of it, is predicted when the 
bill’comes up in the House today as a 
special order for engrossment. 

It has been known for several days 


that the influences which have been 
fighting to restore legally the contract 
system at the prison virtually have 
abandoned hope of carrying through 
their bill, and that they are devoting at- 
tention to efforts to so amend the re- 
form measure as to make it practically 
unworkable. 

A conference was held in Gov, Gard- 

ner’s office late yesterday afternoon, by 
the Governor, Senator Casey of Kansas 
City, Representative Frank H. Farris, 
Democratic floor leader in the House, 
and Representative W. K. James of 
Andrew County and Floyd 8S. Tuggle of 
Davies County. 
Senator Casey and Representative 
James are authors of the penitentiary 
reform bill. éRepresentative Tuggle, in 
the last Legislature, was the leader of 
the forces which sought to prolong the 
contract system three years. 

As chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, he sent letters to the 
heads of the State eleemosynary and 
educational institutions, telling them the 
eppropriations for their’ institutions 
would be reduced if the contract system 
was abolished. The letters brought 
many representatives to Jefferson City 
to aid Tuggle. 

Farris at Conference. 

Farris joined yesterday with Tuggle 
in urging the Governor, Casey and 
James to accept amendments to take 
the control of the prison out of the 
hands of the Prison Board, provided 
for in the bill, and place it in the hands 
of the Warden. Neither the Governor 
nor either of the authors of the Diil 
wes impressed by the arguments ad.- 
vanced, and Tuggle, it is expected, will. 
offer his amendments when the Dill 
comes before the House. 

The authors of the bill, who have the 
backing of the administration, insist 
that it will be engrossed without mate- 
rial chenges. Representative Farris ro- 
fused to express an opinion as to the 
probabie action of the House. If Far- 
ris fights the bill, it will mark his first 
break with the administration. 
Opponents of prison reform started to 
support a bill prepared by Senator Sam 
B. Cook of Jefferson City, president of 
a trust company in which three prison 
factory contractors are _  stockhoiders 
and directors. restoring the contract sys- 
tem. Almost no support could be ob- 
tained for the measure. 

Plans of the Opposition. 
The plan of opposition was changed to 
a movement to defeat the provision of 
the bill creating a Prison Board of 
three Democrats and two Republicans, 
to have complete charge of the prison, 
including the appointment of the War- 
den and the selection of all, employes. 
The plan was to leave the present board, 
consisting of the Attorney-General, 
State Auditor and State Treasurer, in 
charge of the prison. 
Such an amendment to the bill virtual.- 
ly would kill it, as none of these officers 
has time from other duties to maintain 
a proper supervision of the penitentiary. 
This movement did not meet with much 
approval, and the plan was changed to 
take from the board all power cf nam- 
ing employes and give to the Warden 
sole control of employes, food and dis- 
cinline. Tuggles’ amendments, whica 
up to this time have the approval of 
Farris, seek to accomplish these pur- 
poses. 

Control in a Board. 

The bill, as it goes before the House 
today, places every detail of prison 
control in the hands of a board and 
makes the Warden subservient to the 
board. If the arrangements are adopted. 
the Warden virtually will be in com- 
plete charge of the prison. 

The State Prison Board, under the 
bill as drawn, also would have charge 
of the reformatory at Boonville, the 
Industrial Home for Girls at Chillicothe 
and the Industrial Home for Negro Girls 
at Tipton, and would take over the du- 
ties of the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles.

SHORTAGE | 
S SEVERE UPON 
POORER GERMANS 


— 


Many of Them Are Suffering 
From Hunger, Especially 
in Berlin. 


BERNE, Feb. 13.—Americans ‘who 
arrived here from Germany with Am- 
bassador Gerard are congratulating 
themselves on having escaped further 
wrestling with Germany’s food problem. 
Butchers’ windows, well stoclHed with 
assorted meats, such as are seen here, 
are an unwonted sight in Berlin. 

Meat is now so scarce in the German 
capital that it is never hung in windows 
to attract buyers, but is speedily dis- 
tributed without advertising. Customers 
keep in close touch with the butcher, so 
as to know when the next meager 
supply will be on sale, 

Practically all meat is sold on a card 
entitling each person to half a pound 
weekly, but dishes made of kidneys, 
lungs and.other scraps can be bought 
in restaurants without a card. Game 
and poultry are exempt from tbe card 
system and command extraordinary 
prices, 

Pork and Mutton at $1. 

The maximum prices for pork and 
mutton range from 60 to 70 cents, but 
a dollar more is paid at back doors. De- 
spite Germany’s genius for organization, 
much surreptitious dealing prevails. 

Even German officials, usually models 
for strictest obedience to the laws, give 
hungry children the advantage of a 


loose interpretation of them, and do not 


put awkward questions. 

The rich, of course. suffer compara- 
tively little. They are still able to buy 
high-priced poultry or fish. Turkeys, 
geese and chickens are still displayed 
in poulterers’ windows and bear tabs 
anncuncing that they can be purchased 
at from $1.30 to $1.60 a pound. Cases 
have been reported of a fat goose sell- 
ing for more than $30. 

Lhe poorer persons, especially in Ber- 
lin, are undoubtedly suffering from him- 
ger, as their food is confined mainly to 
bread, potatoes, turnips and low grade 
marmalade. It is generally asserted that 
in the country districts the food prob- 
lem is less pressing than in the big 
cities, producers retaining supplies for 
home consumption. 


Few Show Marks of Underfeeding. 
In spite, however, of the fact that 


food is very scarce, one seldom sees 
anyone visibly showing marks of under- 
feeding. Some elderly persons and some 
anxious mothers look emaciated and 
reduced weight is quite natural. A com- 
mon question when friends meet is: 
“How many pounds have you lost?’’ 

Physicians are writing in the medical 
journals that children are now evidently 
undernourished, particularly lacking 
facts, yet the merry sledding throngs 
in the parks during the last month 
never suggested lack of food. 

The general verdict: is that the health 
of the people is better than before the 
war when overeating had almost as- 
sumed the character of a national be- 
setting sin. The big crowds at the va- 
riety shows laugh heartily~at topical 
songs turning upon the shortage of food 
and the prevalent issue of substitutes. 

Men in authority, however, recognize 
that Germany is confronted with a 
problem of growing difficulty. The next 
four months are regarded as especially 
critical, because the supply of vege- 
tables, except potatoes and turnips, is 
practically exhausted. Even  sauer- 
Kraut cannot be bought in shops, but 
is only doled out by the authorities at 
intervals. The Berlin Government post- 
ed placards last week announcing that 
half a pound of sauerkraut was assign- 
able for the week on the section of the 
food card calling for general provisions. 


, Believed Supplies Will Last. 
The difficulties of the situation, how- 


ever, have not altered the confidence of 
the authorities that the existing sup- 
plies will suffice until the next crop, by 
careful husbanding. They admit that 
the situation must then be restudied 
on the basis of new facts. 

One of the most critical factors is the 
shortage of the 1916 potato crop, which 
was only two-fifths that of 1915. This 
shortage necessitated the prohibition of 
feéding potatoes to live stock, with the 
result that vast numbers of pigs were 
prematurely slaughtered. Yet as the 
number of pigs increased in 1916 up to 
September by nearly 4,000,000, the coun- 
try seems to have an ample meat mar- 
gin on the present reduced scale of con- 
sumption.

The net profits tax is limited to run 
until July 1, 1921, and the munitions 
taxes would expire six months instead 
of a year after termination of the Eu- 
ropean war.

Subway Suggestions. 
To the Iditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have just read with interest the article in 
your Jan. 6 edition headed “Third Street to Van- 
deventer Avenue Subway Proposed.” It is gratt- 
fying to know that once again this much-needed 
conveyance is being considered, something which 
would do much in the development of our city, 
and Mr. Schwartz deserves credit for his progres- 
sive proposition. It seems, however, to the writer 
that the subway as proposed is undesirable in 
many ways, for the plan does not take into con- 
sideration that a subway should be constructed 
with the view of serving the greatest number of 
people most conveniently. Nor does it take into 
consideration the future development of our city 
and the natural lengthening and ramification 
of the subway as originally constructed. When 
spending $8,000,000, same should be spent with the 
idea of benefitting the entire city, rather than 
any specific part. 

The business district of the city is now, and 
will be for years to come, that section lying be- 
tween Washington avenue and Olive street, the 
most populous section from which the subway will 
draw. Why, therefore, should the subway be byjlt 
under Olive street, the southern boundary of this 
business district, rather than in the very center of 
this district, or as near there as possible? If the 
boundary of the business district is to be selected, 
surely Washington avenue, with its combined re- 
tail and wholesale traffic, would be a more log- 
ical location for this conveyance. For the good 
of St. Louis, however, it seems that from Third to 
Thirteenth street this subway, if possitle, should 
be built under St. Charles street, which is prac- 
tically in the middle of.the retail district. The 
objection cited above would therefore be over- 
come and the entire business district benefitted. 
In addition, the subway would pass the doors 
of the new 20-story Statler Hotel, as well as the 
Jefferson Hotel. At Thirteenth and St: Charles 
streets the subway would turn siightly and con- 
tinue under the Plaza to Locust street and then 
upjLocust to the Lindell-Locust cut-off. Here 
again it would drain the rapidly developing auto- 
mobile section of our city, as against Olive street 
from Twelfth to Channing, where there is little or 
uo development and no need for a subway. 

At the Lindell-Locust cut-off, in my opinion, 
there should be an exit for certain Subway cars 
eag@ily facilitcted by the great width of the plaza 
at hat point. Surface tracks could be laid from 
Olive and Channing up Lindell to Grand, so that 
some Grand avenue cars from both south and 
north could use the subway and in this way en- 
able the large population of South and North 8t.

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INSULT ADDED TO INJURY. 
Germany is stil] playing American politics, but 
with even less success than usual. Her latest sug- 
gestion of a discussion of the submarine issue was 
so manifest a pretext for a pacifist propaganda 
in favor of German against American interests 
that it deceived nobody. 


The proposal to discuss submarine warfare 
without interfering with the ruthless and law- 
less submarine campaign, which is the vita! issue, 
was a rare piece of misguided insolence. ‘ 


The President’s answer was the only possible 
answer. The withdrawal of the proclamation of 
Jan. 31, the cessation of lawless submarine war- 
fare, with renewal of assurances, constitute the 
only basis upon which discussion could be ac- 
cepted. Germany violated her pledges and in- 
augurated the unrestricted assault upon neutral 
rights, neutral ships and neutral citizens on the 
seas, without discussion. She defied American 
warnings. To offer discussion now, not only 
without cessation of her lawless course, but with 
the proviso that it shall not be interfered with, 
adds insult to injury. It is a tragic farce. 


The handful of meddling and foolish pacifists 
and pro-Germans in this country .are misleading 
Germany into action which promotes war rather 
than peace. 

The latest announcement of the closing of all 
periods of grace with the warning that all ships 
enter the barred zone at their peril forces the is- 
sue defined by the President. We must abandon 
trade with forbidden countries, keep off the for- 
bidden waters or defend our rights with all the 
means at our command. It is a calamitous situa- 
tion, but our conscience is clean and our path is 
plain. 
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THE HISTORICAL LINCOLN. 

The State of Kentucky, which was the birth- 
place of Abraham Lincoln, honored his birthday 
yesterday by observing it for the first time as a 
State holiday. Speakers at a celebration in Ten- 
nessee on the day before pictured Lincoln’s spirit 
as hanging over the nation in its present crisis as 
@ guardian angel. At thousands of places on the 
borderland and in the South the name of the 
Emancipator, which was execrated only a few 
brief years ago, was spoken with veneration. Even 
in far-away, war-torn Europe his name is often 
on the lips of the statesmen of today. 

The judgments of history are slow but certain. 
It is impossible to estimate the worth of a man 
when he is with us. The voice of adulation 
shrieks for supremacy over the voice of passion 
and there is no verdict. But the unadulatory ard 
dispassionate voice of time will be heard at last 
and its verdicts are sure. Lincoln no longer ap- 
pears as the leader of a great faction in a divided 
country but as the great, compassionate leader 
of all the country. In the bitter days that fol- 
lowed the Civil War he was the best friend the 
South had in the North and the South has come 
to realize it. 
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‘‘SPOOFPING’’ THE COLONEL. 

Spoofing Col. Roosevelt has become the most 
popular pastime in Germany within the past few 
days. The comic artists and press humorists have 
leveled their keenest shafts at the hero of Oyster 
Bay. Their jests for the most part consist in an 
assumption of terror as to what will happen to 
the helmeted hosts of Hindenburg when the re- 
doubtable T. R. leads his proposed brigade to 
the charge. 

It is very safe for them to sit in security over 
there thousands of miles away and make merry 
in this irreverent fashion, but i. is scarcely cour- 
ageous. Spoofing the Colonel has long deen one 
of our own most popular diversions, but the spoof- 
er is always taking a sporting chance. Sometimes 
the Colonel gets riled and when he does he can 
move with the celerity of forked lightning and the 
weight of a ton of falling bricks. He may nut al- 
ways be exactly sure whither he is moving but he 
is always certain of getting somewhere with both 
feet. 

If all the Teutonic jokesters will get together in 
a hall in some neutral country, Switzerland say, 
choose their weapons, whether pistols, black-jacks 
or typewriters, Col. Roosevelt probably will be 
willing to tie his right hand behind him and meet 
them in a bunch. It will be the easiest thing in 
the world to get up an American syndicate that 
will pay the rent and cover all bets. Maybe this 
would be a simple means of settling all disputes | 
between us and the Kaiser.

Mr. Kiel is one of the most liberal-minded of 
St. Louis German-Americans on the issue in which 
the saloon trate-is most deeply interested. 
Saloonkeepers as individuals and as a class have 
of course a right, as other citizens, to entertain 
and express their opinion of Mr. Kiel’s course in 
politics. When, however, a trade body organized 
under the name of the Liquor Dealers’ Benevo- 
lent Association, stigmatizes him officially in pub- 
lic resolutions, other citizens are not bound to ac- 
cept their judgment without scrutiny of their 
reasons. 

It seems that the Mayor, exercising his privilege 
as a voter, expressed his personal preference for 
one candidate for Governor rather than another 
at the primary of his party. It seems also that 
he supported the woman’s suffrage amendment. 

This is the sum of his offending. The saloon- 
keepers are not satisfied to have a public man in 
harmony with them on their own issue. They de- 
mand agreement with them on incidental, collat- 
eral and even remote issues. They wish to control 
his action in matters that are none of their busi- 
ness—to do his thinking for him. 

Liberal-minded is an absurd term to apply to 
such dictation. They want, not a liberal-minded 
man, but a creature. It is to the credit of Ameri- 
can public men that they are finding such coer- 
cion increasingly irksome and are refusing to sub- 
mit to it. 
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LABOR’S WISE RESTRAINT. : 

The Central Trades and Labor Union in refus- 
ing to endorse a sweeping resolution of protest 
against the entrance of the United States into war 
for any cause acted with a prudence that was to 
be expected. It refused to bind itself by generali- 
ties. A majority of its members rightly held that 
a declaration of war is sometimes righteous. The 
resolution was reserved for further consideration 
and revision. 

The laboring men of the country do not want 
war. Neither do the millions of other Americans 
who compose the maspf of our citizenship. It may 
be doubted that the fq -called capitalistic classes 
want it, hysterical showts of habitual agitators 
to the contrary notwithstanding. The existing 
government has erred, if it has erred at all, on 
the side of pacifism instead of on the side of 
militarism. Never has a great nation labored 
with more uniform determination to prevent war 
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‘than our country has in the past two years. 


The normal American citizen, however, has no 
confusion in his mind as to the point where pacif- 
ism becomes poltroonery. This is true of the 
statesman at Washington, the professional man in 
his office and the machinist at his lathe. War, 
if it comes, will come because the people demand 
it and not because jingoes of any class demand it. 
The laboring men do well to keep their decision 
unpledged until the time for decision may come. 
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The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones says Lincoln was 
forced into war by his militaristic Cabinet. This 
does not agree with Lincoln’s own version of the 
matter, given in his second inaugural. He said: 
“One party was willing to make war rather than 
to let the nation survive, and the other party was 
willing to accept war rather than to let the na- 
tion perish—and the war came.” 
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CITIZENSHIP IS VALUED NOw. 

The St. Louis applications for first citizenship 
papers on Saturday numbered 81 at the close of 
the office at 1 p.m. This made the total applica- 
tions of the sort for the week 599. In the eight 
states that make reports to St. Louis on natural- 
ization activities, aliens in like unprecedented 
numbers are taking the preliminaries to citizen- 
ship. 

The great majority of those applying are sub- 
jects of the central Powers and many of them 
have been residents of the country for consider- 
able periods. Commendation for thelr belated de- 
sire to identify themselves more closely with the 
privileges and duties of Americans is not to be de- 
nied even though influenced in most cases by pos- 
sible inconvenience and property loss in the event 
of war. Whose fault is it that appreciation of the 
value of citizenship has come to them only after 
long delay? Employers are now co-operating in 
the effort to reduce the number of unnaturalized 
aliens among their men. Effort on their part 
should not be confined to times when the pros- 
pective handicap on alien employes in case of war 
presents a strong materia] incentive. 

Men are made better employes by participation 
in the civic interests of the country in which they 
have their homes. Not only to inspire in their 
men a desire for such participation, but to pre- 
pare them worthily for citizenship duties is a pa- 
triotic duty of employers in time of peace as well 


as in times of threatea'ng aspect. 
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THE TRADING STAMP BILL. 

The only public issue we have been able to find 
in the bill to prohibit trading stamps ifs that of 
wasting the State Legislature’s time and labor, 
which ought to be expended on other bills of 
importance to the public. 

No convincing evidence of fraud or other wrong- 
doing in the use of trading stamps as a means of 
giving discounts on cash purchases has been sub- 
mitted. We see no reason for State interference. 
The bill is the outgrowth of a wrangle between 
merchants over methods of doing business and is 
out of place on a legislative calendar.

It is like operating the Ford auto- 
mobile, only in this instance the operator offers him- 
self to a greater extent. Instead of merely subject- 
ing himself to the good-natured raillery of his friends, 
he risks death for his country. It is nothing new in 
respect to the use of Ford devices, but simply heroism 
in another degree. 

The big view to take of this matter is a considera- 
tion of our security against attack by sea if even 
half the residents of our seaports had their individual 
submarines. The rest is that same sophistry which one

The reason for 
the change from a four-year to a five- 
vear course and the details of the 
change are found in the bulletin, which 
states: 

“The first year of the four-year pro- 
gram is a coNegiate year, and during 
it students are subject to the educa- 
tional control of the college faculty. No 
student may be advanced to the second 
year of the program whose work in 
this collegiate year would not entitle 
him to advancement as a candidate for 
a collegiate degree, i. e., he must have 
satisfied the college as to his ability 
and seriousness of purpose by the qual- 
ity of his work. If his college work is 
deficient in any respect, he cannot be- 
gin the second year in the school of 
journalism without special vote of the 
Administrative Board. 

“Only exceptionally qualified students 
can hope to complete the course in four 
years,’ the bulletin says. ‘‘For this rea 
son no student who has failed to satisfy 
the entrance requirements without con- 
ditions is admitted directly to the first 
year class of this school. It is some- 
times possible for students who have 
not the full technical requirements for 
admission to the School of Journalism 
to enter Columbia College and in five 
years to complete a combined course for 
the A. B. and B. Lit. degrees. No stu- 
dent who has failed of admission to the 
School of Journalism at the beginning 
of any academic year will be permitted 
by any combination of college courses 
or Summer session courses with courses 
in the School of Journalism to complete 
the requirements for the Gezree of B 
Lit. in four academic years. 

“At the end of the academic year, 
If17-1918, the course in journalism will 
be extended from four years to five,’’ 
declares this university bulletin. ‘‘The 
more purely professional training will 
be concentrated in the last three years: 
the fundamental training in English, 
history, economics, foreign language, 
natural science and the like will be 
extended and will occupy the whole of 
}the first two years. These two years 
will be given under the educational con- 
trol of the college faculty.
